that the proposa ls for the bids be 
m ade a nd set the time for opening the j 
estim ates for the work. 
The lowest bid f o r the improvement 
was tiled by K a u f m a n A Short. 
There 
were two oth e r bidders, J a m e s I)e-1 
Golyer a nd J. M. H am er, all o f this 
city. 
The bids will be taken up and 
the eontra et will d o u b t l e s s be aw a rde d 
at the regular meeting, which will he 
in session 
this evening.

will he considered at the session this 
evening. 
There were three bidders, 
f . (J. Miller and J. M. Hamer, of this 
city, and the I*. B ra nnon Sewer Pipe 
Company, of Louisville. 
The e sti­ 
mate filed by Mr. Miller was the low­ 
est. 
This hid called for a price on 
400 24-inch sew er pipes and ten or 
more barrels of P ortla nd cement.

Chicago , July 21.-—Ira G. Rawn, pres 
dent o f the Mo no n railro ad, was sho t 
to death in his summer ho me in Win 
netka. 
Members o f his family say he 
was murdered by a burglar. 
Tho se 
who ho ld to the burglar theo ry believe 
Mr. Hawn may have started do wn 
stairs to meet a man suppo sed to bt 
in the ho use, but that instead o f being 
sho t by the burglar he tripped in his 
nightro be and accidentally pulled the 
trigger o f his o wn revo lver as he was 
falling. 
A third theo ry, which is re­ 
sented by members o f the family and 
by subo rdinate o fficers o f the Mo no n, 
was that Mr. Rawn to o k his o wn life, 
being pro mpted by wo rry and sleep­ 
lessness o ver the scandals which have 
develo ped in the last few weeks in the 
affairs o f the Western Indiana ro ad, o f 
which he was a directo r, and o f the 
Illino is Central, o f which he was vice 
president in charge o f o peratio n until 
last fall. 
Mrs. Hawn says she was awakened 
sho rtly after 1 o 'clo ck by a no ise o f 
so meo ne at a do o r do wnstairs. 
She 
to ld Mr. H« wu o f the no ise and he 
to o k his revo lver, against her pro test, 
and started quietly do wn the fro nt 
stairway In his nightdress. Mrs. Hawn 
I fo llo wed to the head o f the stairway. 
Two sho ts were fired, she says, and 
her husband fell mo aning do wn the 
stairway. 
Ralph G. Co burn, so n-in-law o f Mr. 
Rawn, who was asleep upstairs, said ; 
he also heard two sho ts. 
When he] 
, reached the side o f the dying man ! 
Mrs. Rawn was ho lding her husband s ] 
head in b<v lap and crying hysterical- ■ 
ly fo r aid. 
Neither Mrs. Rawn no r Co ­ 
burn saw the burglar who was sup-1 
po sed to have fired o ne o f the sho ts. ! 
Mr. Rawn lived o nly a few minutes I 
and was unable to explain ho w he had 1 
been sho t. 
An examinatio n o f the gun ] 
he carried disclo sed that it co ntained l 
o ne empty cartridge. 
No bullet was I 
i fo und to substantiate the firing o f a 
j seco nd sho t. 
Members o f the family 
explain this by suggesting that the 
burglar also was sho t, but no t in a 
vital place. 
In suppo rt o f this theo ry 
they po inted to spo ts o n a cement walk 
leading fro m the ho use. 
Clo se exam­ 
inatio n o f these spo ts later revealed 
that they were likely paint. The screen 
do o rs were po inted o ut, as tho ugh hav­ 
ing been fo rced o pen with a “jimmy." 
Detectives who examined these do o rs 
and o thers thro ugh which the burglar 
was suppo sed to have passed, said they 
might have been fo rced, but it so the 
man who did the jo b was a no vice in 
the business. The burglary clue there­ 
fo re is being pursued o n the theo ry 
that no practiced night pro wler is the 
guilty man. 
Co ro ner Ho ffman, after examining 
the nightro be anu the wo unds o f the 
dead man, said the sho t was fired i 
fro m a weapo n no t o ver two o r three j 
feet away. 
Po wder burns o n the gar-! 
mem indicated this. 
This distance 
do es no t acco rd with the versio n o f the I 
tragedy recited by members o f the 
family. 
Mantel Clark, a neighbo r o f 
the Rawn family in YVinnetka, to ld the 
po lice he saw a man running thro ugh 
his yard after the sho ts were fired. 
Still ano ther cl tie is that Mr. Rawn 
was the victim o f an enemy who wish­ 
ed to get him o ut o f the way fo r busi­ 
ness reaso ns. 
In this co nnectio n the 
Illino is Central scandal is mentio ned. 
Rawn was o perating vice president o f 
the ro ad at the time the fraudulent car 
repair co ntracts 
catne to light. 
A 
sho rt time afterward he left the ro ad 
and became president o f the Mo no n. 
Mr. Hawn was to appear next Tues­ 
day as a witness in the Illino is Cen- 
lle also is suppo sed to 
mo re abo ut the Western 
Indiana affairs than was co mfo rtable 
fo r so me who were invo lved in it. On 
the gro und that so meo ne feared the 
revelatio ns, Mr. Hawn might make re- 
j garding these matters, the business 
enemy theo ry is based. 
Tho se who 
ho ld to the suicide theo ry believe 
Hawn was wo rried o ver a pro spective 
examinatio n and cro ss-examinatio n o n 
the witness stand. 
While it is no t 
even intimated that he was invo lved 
wro ngfully in the car repairs transac­ 
tio ns, it is tho ught he may have feared 
the imputatio n that he was no t vigi­ 
lant eno ugh as an o fficer in preventing 
them. 
E. C. Field, general co unsel and vice 
president o f the Mo no n ro ad, has been 
placed in charge o f the pro perty, pend­ 
ing the selectio n o f a successo r to Mr. 
Rawn.

WINE TUBERCULOSIS’ FOE. 


French Scientist Believes In Alcohol 
as Remedy. 
Dr. J acques Bertillon, the French 
scientist, believes that there is a close 
connection between alcohol and tuber­ 
culosis and that the most important 
factor that fa vors the development of 
tuberculosis In France Is the alcohol 
in beer and spirits. 
The foe of tuberculosis, he declares, 
is w’ine. 
In the twenty -eight depart­ 
ments which form the northern part 
of Fra nce and in w’hich cider, beer and 
spirits are standard drinks the deaths 
caused by consumption were 230 per 
100,00ft inha bita nts in 19 00, while in 
tho other departments where wine Is 
the fa vorite drink the proportion w'as 
140. 
After the a ge of thirty , he sa y s, con­ 
sumption Is tw o or three tim es more 
frequent 
among 
men 
than 
women, 
undoubtedly because the drinking of 
alcohol is more common with the for­ 
mer than with the latter.
